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AVRO SAUCER o o o 



A.V. Roeb saucer shaped oraft, the Avto* 
oar, has successfully flown in tethered 
flight. Sir Hoy Dobson, chairman of tta 
board of Avro, said thtt oraft Vbuld be 
flown in a week or two, "unshackled"• 
Actually, it has been undergoing teth¬ 
ered test-flights for several months. 

The height to whioh it flew was merely 
shoulder high, but will quite soon go 
into free flight. The saucer will 
undergo wind tunnel teats within a few 
weeks. However, Avro engineers are re¬ 
ported troubled by engine overheating 
and stability control. It is believed 
the Avrocar will have a ouch higher 
speed than most air—land vehicles 
under development which operate on an 
air-cushion. 

The Germans claim to have built a sau¬ 
cer in 1945 that rose to 37,000 feet 
and screamed along at 1,200 m.p.h. 
Britain developed a VTOL oraft from the 
Avro theory and a mock-up model was 
sent to England from Maiton. Dunoan 
Sandys, then minister of supply, announ* 
oed in 1954 that a saucer-like oraft 
had flown successfully. 

The Avrocar operated by employing a 
physics principle called the Goanda 
effect. ThlB is a situation which 
states that fluids in motion tend to 
■ follow a ourved surface. The novelty 
of the craft, as opposed to "ground 
cushion vehicles" such as the British 
Hovercraft, is that a variation of the 
Coanda is used to provide forward mo¬ 
tion. The principle can be simply de¬ 
monstrated by holding a finger under a 
stream of tap water. The water tends 
to curve around the finger. It is this 
bent-air which transforms the lifting 
power to forward motion. A Washington 
spokesman said the U.5. Army hopes to 
purchase substantial numbers of sauoera 
to give infantry troops unprecedented 
mobility and speed. It has an edge 
over other experimental VTOL devloes 
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because of its theoretical high forward 
speed. It makes a loud roaring when 
in flight. / T^e sound Is said to have 
a far higher pltcH^han that made by 
propeller-driven aircraft or Jets. 

A "saucer" has been orated and shipped 
to Moffet Field, Calif., for high speed 
tests. The tests will be conducted at 
Ames Research Centre, operated by NASA. 
Members of the special team which deve¬ 
loped the Avrocar will accompany it for 
the tests. It is understood that a 
demonstration of the saucer will Xake 
place in November at the Avro plant 
primarily for U.S. Observers. There 
are at least 2 sauoers, about 25 feet 
in diameter at the Maiton plant. _ 

FLYING OBJECTS UNIDENTIFIED 
(CP) Reports from both sides of t<he 
Atlantlo Wednesday, Sept. 23, told of 
a strange objeot flying off the coast 
of Labrador Tuesday night. 

The pilot of a Pan American Jet airliner 
said he thought it might have been a 
space rocket. An RCAF report described 
it as "glowing red and with a vertical*- 
tail." Both sightings lasted 30_ceo- 
onds and were located about 136 miles 
east of Labrador. 

Capt. Howard Cone was quoted by a Panam 
spokesman in London as saying the air¬ 
liner was at 20,000 feet when the ob¬ 
ject was sighted moving south to north 
at "tremendous speed." 

A United States missile base in Maine 
said there were no Snark mlBoile firings 
which would acoount for the sighting.

A Dunoan man who reported an "explo¬ 
sion In the akles" over Crofton on the 
"night of 3opt.26, now believes It was 
a collision of two space ships. 

With the sighting here last Wednesday 
night of '‘flying saucers" by 11 dis¬ 
trict residents, Vernon Stanley-Jones 
of Richards Trail lo firmly convinced 
the explosion he saw and reported to 
the RGMP was definitely a crash of two 
ships from outer space. 

Mr. Stanley-Jones and his son Chris,

L. Fordham Solly, Westholme, saw the ob¬ 
jects from 7 p.m. until midnight. He 
checked the spaoe intervals and phoned 
several neighbors who also onme out and 
viewed the queer lights.

Even after many months have passed, 
continued investigation and evaluation 
may dlsolose a faked UFO photo that 
was supposed to have been genuine.

The above conclusion, based on exten¬ 
sive scientific research and 17 years 
of radar experience, was reached last 
night by W.Ii.

The only explanation, which fits the 
characteristics of extreme speed, high 
acceleration, changing colors and 
changing shapes reported by most obser¬ 
vers of flying objects: they are a 
mirage. But, he warned, the next time 
you see a flying saucer, you may be 
sure of only one thing: "It was Just 
another unidentified flying object."

"I was suddenly very 
afraid as I watched a door open in the 
bottom and it started to spew forth 
flames," she related. 

"Then suddenly the strangest thing of 
all. The pear-shaped object had remain¬ 
ed stationary in the sky but at that ^ 
point a needle-shaped object of about 
the same size suddenly appeared and 
passed close to the first object travel¬ 
ling at terrific speed." 

The needle-nosed object disappeared over 
the horizon but the pear-shaped one was 
in view for seven minutes, she said. 

'The sighting occurred about the same 
time the pilot of a trans-Atlantic air¬ 
craft reported a similar experience.

The translation of both cannons of the Bible, by a single individuals. Is a re¬ 
markable task of monumental proportions* James Moffatt completed a new trans¬ 
lation of the Bible in 1926, revised in final form in 1935* He uoed the earll- 
ost known texts to create a modem classic* His vigorous modem speech, coupled 
with his oomplete adherence to the minutiae of punctuation and paragraphing of 
the ancient manuscripts, makes Moffatt*s translation a valuable addition to 
any library. 

I have picked Moffatt’s translation of a part of the Book of Jude, to Illustrate 
the meaning and purpose of the saucer entities* There is a mountain of other 
references throughout both cannons, but Jude, in a few short verses, unfolds 
the mystery in a most convincing manner. 

"•••Beloved, my whole conoem was to write you on the subject of our common 
salvation, but I am foroed to write to you an appeal to defend the faith which
